A desperate Perth Glory withstood a 
late-challenge to hold reigning cham- 
pions Melbourne Victory to a 0-0 draw 
at Telstra Dome on Saturday night. 

Victory was made to rue its prof- 
ligacy, wasting a number of chances dur- 
ing the match to ultimately cost the side 
its first win of the campaign in front of 
an impressive crowd of over 31,000. 

Within moments of the kick- 
off, Perth were on the back foot as an 
incisive ball from Joe Keenan caused 
havoc in the penalty box, almost find- 
ing Costa Rican star Carlos Hernandez. 

Melbourne was dealt a blow after 
10 minutes when influential full back, Joe 
Keenan, was forced off with an apparent ham- 
string strain and replaced by Matthew Kemp. 

Despite struggling to maintain pos- 
session for extended periods, the Glory were 
stillable to press forwardand trouble thereign- 
ing champions, with Naum Sekulovski look- 
ing particularly menacing on the left flank.

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After a patient build-up on the edge 
of the box, Thompson carved a magnificent 
chance for Hernandez, finding the Victory’s 
star recruit in space, but he wasn’t able to 
capitalise, dragging his shot well wide. 

However, Hernandez almost 
atoned for his error moments after, thread- 
ing a stunning through ball for Grant Breb- 
ner who moved in on goal and shot wide of 
the far post with only the goalkeeper to beat. 

Archie Thompson was in omi- 
nous form throughout the first half, 
weaving his magic as he embarked on 
his trademark runs and caused  end- 
less problems for the Perth back four. 

But after 25 minutes, Melbourne 
were fortunate not to be a man down af- 
ter Steve Pantelidis received only a yel- 
low card for kicking Sekulovski in the 
head when attempting to clear a high ball. 

The incident spurred the away 
team into action, with Mate Dragicev- 
ic constantly overpowering the likes of

Daniel Piorkowski and Rodrigo Vargas. 

And the Croatian almost found 
the back of the net midway through 
the half, using his sheer power to burst 
through the defence before losing con- 
trol of the ball when in sight of goal. 

After a lull, Victory wrestled back 
control of the match with Thompson again 
the instigator, almost scoring a miracle goal 
as he chipped the ball over three consecu- 
tive opponents before acrobatically half- 
volleying agonisingly wide of the mark. 

But while Thompson _ rev- 
elled in front of his home fans, Hernan- 
dez again seemed distinctively short of 
match fitness, only showing glimpses 
of brilliance as he found himself lack- 
ing the pace to penetrate Perth’s defence. 

In a move to inject more speed into 
the attack, Hernandez was replaced at the 
break by whiz kid Kaz Patafta, who made an 
instant impact, impressively linking with the 
forward duoofThompsonand Danny Allsopp. 

And it was another young 
Socceroostarletwhomadeanimpact 
at the other end, as the fleet-footed 
Billy Celeski attempted to unlock 
the Melbourne rearguard with his 
turn of pace and pinpoint passing. 

As the match approached 
the hour mark, Perth began to con- 
trol proceedings with Leo Bertos

And on 58 minutes, a cross from 
that flank almost produced the open- 
ing goal, as Nikita Rukavytsya head- 
ed agonisingly wide from close range. 

However, Perth’s period of 
domination proved — short-lived, with 
the introduction of Leandro Love re- 
energising the Melbourne attack. 

Whilelackingthesilkyskillsofcoun- 
tryman Fred, the Brazilian more than com- 
pensated for that with his sheer exuberance, 
firing a chance high following a splendid run 
from Kemp with only 15 minutes remaining. 

But in a stunning chain of events, 
both Melbourne and Perth wasted golden 
chances to secure their first win of the season 
as Dragicevic missed a stunning one-on-one 
opportunity, shooting into Theoklitos before 
Thompsonwas found flat-footedseconds later. 

After Theoklitos smoth- 
ered Dragicevic’s attempt, Victory 
launched a_ swift counter-attack, find- 
ing Thompson in metres of space. 

However, he was thwarted by a 
brilliant last-ditch tackle from Dino Djulbic, 
who stopped the attacker in the penalty area. 

Regardless though, Brebner al- 
most repeated his heroics from last season, 
where he scored a winner against Perth in 
the dying minutes, launching a_blister- 
ing strike which sailed just high of goal.

An enthralling game between two of last 
year’s finalists ended level at the Sydney 
Football Stadium. 

Branko Culina made two changes to 
the side that had started against the Mariners 
last week. One of these was enforced, with 
Mark Milligan suffering from a bout of flu; 
Robbie Middleby returned to the first eleven 
in his stead, while Ruben Zadkovich retained 
the right wing-back slot he had occupied in 
the second half against the Central Coast, 
when he had replaced young Adam Biddle. 
Aurelio Vidmar’s Adelaide side was 
unchanged. 

The opening minutes featured only 
one chance of note, a shot from Mark Rudan 
which grazed the Adelaide bar after a Juninho 
corner had rebounded to him. From the 
outset, Sydney’s little Brazilian playmaker 
found himself tightly and aggressively 
marked by Jonas Salley. 

On 7 minutes came Adelaide’s 
opener, and a very fine goal it was. Nathan 
Burns, already looking lively, nutmegged 
Terry McFlynn on the edge of the Sydney 
box, swept easily past Zadkovich and Mark 
Rudan, and cut the ball hard and square 
across the goalmouth for the advancing 
Richie Alagich. Adelaide’s right-back sent 
a precise low shot past Bolton, to give the 
away side the lead. 

Only four minutes later, Sydney 
were level, and this time Alagich was the 
villain of the piece. A free kick from Ufuk 
Talay found its way to Middleby, who was 
clumsily held back by the Adelaide man in 
the box. Although Talay’s penalty kick was 
saved by Bajic (who had clearly moved off 
his line), the blond Sydney midfielder calmly 
slotted home the rebound. 1-1, after only 11 
minutes. 

Gradually, Adelaide regained the 
initiative. Travis Dodd and Bobby Petta both 
had half-chances following the equalizer, 
and Bolton saved superbly from Burns on 
34 minutes. Four minutes later, Bruce Djite, 
whose pace had been causing the lumbering 
Sydney backline considerable concern, burst 
through with only Bolton to beat; the Sydney 
custodian forced the youngster wide, and his 
eventual shot was cleared off the line by 
Steve Corica. 

Tony Popovic had been suffering 
from a back strain, and at the break Culina 
replaced him with Sydney’s second Brazilian, 
the striker Patrick. To counter the speed of 
Djite, Sydney’s boss moved Zadkovich into

a sweeper position, allowing Middleby to 
switch to the right flank, where he looked far 
more comfortable. 

Sydney looked a rejuvenated side 
in the second period, as indeed they had last 
week. On 53 minutes, following a sustained 
period of Sydney pressure, Talay cleverly 
turned a free kick aside to Juninho, who sent 
a sweet left-footed shot...onto the Adelaide 
bar. 

Djite managed to force his way 
through the defence again on 56 minutes, but 
again he was forced wide, again he hesitated, 
and again his shot was blocked on its way 
to goal, this time by Jain Fyfe’s posterior. 
Patrick had a great chance to open his Sydney 
FC account on the hour when Alex Brosque 
wriggled his way to the left by-line and cut 
the ball back, but the big striker fluffed his 
shot from point-blank range. 

Adelaide were just hanging on. A 
sumptuous free kick from Juninho on 66 
minutes rattled the bar again; eight minutes 
later, Sydney’s well-deserved second goal 
finally arrived. 

Inevitably, Juninho was at the heart 
of it. Receiving the ball on the edge of the box, 
he sent an exquisite through pass to Brosque, 
who had made an intelligent diagonal run on 
the left; the latter slid the ball expertly past 
an advancing Bajic and into the far corner. 

Yet the lead would last only two 
minutes. With Dyjite pressuring the Sydney 
defence again, Zadkovich made a mess of a 
simple clearance; using his body well, Djite 
beat Fyfe to the resulting header and flicked 
the ball on for Burns, who nodded deftly past 
Bolton. 

Both sides made changes in the final 
minutes, but there were few clear chances. 
Adelaide regained their composure after 
Burns’s strike, and Sydney’s attacks became 
less incisive. Sadly, Juninho was forced off 
the field towards the close with a shoulder 
injury; according to his coach, he is by no 
means certain to start Sydney’s next game.

They’d give you time off, which 
was great, but the level of commitment was 
very taxing. The bosses at work could give 
only so much. 

As much as you love football, and as 
committed as you can be, it was very 
difficult to serve every one’s interests. This 
generation hasn’t got that problem. A LOT 
of them are getting VERY well paid. Way 
back in my day, the game was still called 
“Wogball” here. It didn’t have the profile 
then, that it does in these days.” 


BLAS: “It was definitely like that. So many 
good players didn’t get the nod for the World 
Cup Squad in ’74, just because work couldn’t, 
or wouldn’t give the time off that was 
necessary to fulfill Socceroo commitments.

The Premier League takes a_ break 
this week as thoughts turn to the home 
straight of qualifiers for next year’s 
European Championship in Austria and 
Switzerland. 

After a steady start England’s 
campaign stuttered last October with a home 
draw against Macedonia and a 2-0 defeat 
away to Croatia in Group E. A draw away 
in Israel in March added to Steve McLaren’s 
worries.

The discarding, and then panicked 
recall, of David Beckham did little to assert 
his authority and the suspicion remains that, 
as under Sven Goran Erikkson, players are 
still getting picked on reputation rather than 
performance. At least McLaren has been 
spared one selection dilemma as it looks 
like Frank Lampard will miss the upcoming 
qualifying games with a torn thigh muscle. 

The long standing debate amongst 
England fans as to why it seems that Frank 
Lampard and Steven Gerrard can’t play 
together in midfield can be put to one side, 
although Gerrard may also be missing 
after sitting out Liverpool’s 6-0 destruction 
of Derby at the weekend. Gerrard is still 
nursing a broken toe and it will be interesting 
to see how Rafa Benitez plays the old club 
vs. country game. No doubt Gerrard will be 
desperate to appear especially as the team’s 
other big name midfielder, Beckham, will 
also miss out through injury (or possibly 
jetlag). 

In theory England have able 
midfield deputies in Owen Hargreaves 


and Michael Carrick to take on Israel and 
Russia at Wembley. However, it’s up front 
that McLaren has his biggest concerns. 
Michael Owen looks back to something like 
normal with two goals in the last week for 
Newcastle and he looks a certain starter in 
both qualifying games.
